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CITIZENS BEFORE THE TOWN¬ 
SHIP COMMITTEE. 

The enlarged powers conferred upon 
the township committees by the Legis¬ 
lature the last few years bring them 
much more frequently and Intimately 
in contact with Individual citizens than 
was the case in those times when their 
duties were comparatively few and un¬ 
important. Fifteen or twenty years ago, 
when township committees had but little 
to do with roads, and nothing whatever 
to do with sidewalks, crosswalks, gas- 
lamps, water-mains, fire companies, 
cesspools, sinks, ufeisances of all kinds; 
when they had no power to pass ordi¬ 
nances, aud when the people were scarcely 
aware of their existence, save at the 
spring election and the time of making 
their report at tbfe town meeting, the 
individual citizen scarcely either knew 
or cared when they met or what they 
did. 

But with yearly iucreaaing powers 
and duties, the meetings of the Town¬ 
ship Committee have become of the 
greatest interest to the people ; and In¬ 
dividual citizens have frequent need to 
appear before it with reference to 
matters of vital Interest to their peace 
and prosperity. 

These things being so, would it not 
be well for the Township Committee to 
designate some particular time when It 
will be regularly in order for citizens to 
present their business? As it is now, 
any one having any matter to bring to 
the attention of the Committee at one of 
its meetings dislikes to Interrupt Its regu¬ 
lar order; on the other band, he just as 
much dislikes to wait one or two hours

for an opportunity to diapatoh a piece of 
business which may require scarcely five 
minutes when reached. It must too be 
disturbing to the members of the Com¬ 
mittee to have the course of Its regular 
order of business broken in upon by 
irrelevant outside matters. The watt¬ 
ing petitioner, with ever accumulating 
impatience, is not apt to select the most 
propitious season for presenting his re¬ 
quest, and though the members of the 
Committee are too polite to make any 
reference to a more convenient season 
and acoord him the desired opportunity 
of addressing the meeting, there Is, not¬ 
withstanding, an air of enforced resig¬ 
nation to be detected upon their ex¬ 
pressive countenances sometimes which 
shows plainly that the maohinery of 
public business Is not working to their 
satisfaction. 

The “Individual" business brought be¬ 
fore toe Committee is as important as 
any, and would be the most Interesting 
on account of its variety, were it not an 
interruption. It need not be, and there¬ 
fore ought not to be, an Interruption. 
Why could it not be understood that 
immediately after the reading of the 
minutes of the previous meeting citizens 
would be given an opportunity of ad¬ 
dressing the Committee? The Chair¬ 
man of the Committee, at this time, 
oould inquire if any citizen present had 
any matters to present to the Committee. 
Afterwards the regular onfer could be 
proceeded with and every one be satis¬ 
fied. • 

We recommend this subject to the 
consideration of the Committee, know¬ 
ing that it concerns the comfort of a 
great many people.
